CHI  RHO  THETA 


On  December  6,  1905,  there  was  organized  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  the  Bishop  Gilbert  Society,  having  as  its  object  the 
promotion  of  the  spiritual  and  social  life  of  the  Episcopal  church- 
men at  the  University.  Monthly  meetings  of  a  social  nature  were 
held  at  the  homes  of  the  members. 

In  the  spring  of  1909  a  corporation  of  prominent  clergy  and 
laymen  pf  the  Episcopal  church  was  organized  under  the  name 
of  "The  University  House,"  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  property  to  be 
used  as  a  center  for  the  activities  of  the  society.  It  purchased 
and  now  owns  property  near  the  campus,  in  which  twelve  men 
took  up  their  residence  in  the  fall  of  1909. 

In  the  school  year  of  1911-12  realizing  the  inadequacy  of 
the  society's  organization,  the  members  took  steps  to  perfect 
an  organization  of  greater  stability  and  purpose,  taking  the  name 
of  Chi  Rho  Theta  Fraternity.  At  that  time  it  was  planned  to 
form  a  national  fraternity  with  membership  restricted  quite 
largely  to  the  Episcopal  Church.  After  due  consideration  this 
policy  was  found  to  be  too  narrow  and  given  up  as  impractical. 
The  fraternity  prospered  as  a  local,  choosing:  for  its  members 
men  in  college  activities  regardless  of  church  affiliation.  Since 
the  reorganization  the  fraternity  has  borne  all  of  the  expenses  of 
the  house. 

The  society  of  Chi  Rho  Theta  became  an  assured  organiza- 
tion by  reason  of  its  size,  character  of  its  personnel,  and  by  ten 
years  of  successful  operation. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  MINNESOTA 


The  beginning  of  the  University  dates  back  to  February  13, 
1851,  when  a  charter  was  granted  by  the  territorial  legislature 
of  Minnesota.  This  charter  was  confirmed  by  the  state  consti- 
tution adopted  October  13,  1857.  and  the  institution  was  reor- 
ganized as  a  real  university  in  1869  with  a  faculty  of  nine  pro- 
fessors.   At  this  time  it  was  housed  in  one  small  building. 

The  main  campus  is  located  in  Minneapolis  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  river  and  is  so  situated  as  to  command 
a  view  of  the  beautiful  falls  of  St.  A.nthonv  and  the  Mississippi 
4 
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gor^e.  Minneapolis  with  its  twin  city,  St.  Paul,  is  at  the  head  of 
navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  is  called  "The  Gateway 
to  the  Great  Northwest,"  because  of  being  the  railway  and  finan- 
cial distributing  point  for  all  commerce  in  the  Northwest.  Three 
miles  distant  from  the  main  campus,  lies  the  University  Farm, 
containing  540  acres  devoted  to  the  State  College  of  Agriculture, 
which  is  operated  in  connection  with  the  University. 

The  University  has  been  steadily  growing  until  now  it  ranks 
among  the  greatest  state  institutions  in  the  country.  The  prop- 
erty of'  the  University  has  increased  enormously  until  in  1912 
its^  total  value,  exclusive  of  mineral  lands,  was  approximately 
ten  millions  of  dollars.  The  total  area  of  the  University  campus 
is  about  forty-five  hundred  acres  occupied  by  the  main  University, 
the  University  Farm,  and  the  various  experimental  stations. 
Such  an  enormous  outlay  necessitates  a  bountiful  support  which 
is  in  part  derived  from  rich  mineral  lands  in  Northern  Minnesota. 
This  land  now  aggregates  nearly  twenty-five  thousand  acres  and 
insures  a  yearly  income  of  about  $200,000.  The  balance  of  the 
support  is  obtained  by  appropriations  of  the  legislature,  which 
have  been  very  ample. 

Six  years  ago  a  movement  was  started  for  beautifying  and 
unifying  the  campus.  Various  plans  were  submitted  in  competi- 
tion and  the  plan  ofifered  by  Cass  Gilbert  was  adopted.  This 
plan  is  such  that  when  carried  out  it  will  make  the  University  of 
Minnesota  ideal  in  regard  to  buihlings  and  equipment.  Eight 
new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  last  four  years  ac- 
cording to  this  plan,  all  of  which  show  the  artistic  simplicity 
which  will  characterize  the  new  campus. 

Minnesota  stands  very  high  in  scholarship.  There  is  a  stu- 
dent body  of  about  five  thousand  exclusive  of  the  extension  and 
night  school  courses.  For  the  instruction  of  this  body  there  is  a 
teaching  force  which  consists  of  24  heads  of  departments,  78 
professors,  with  sufficient  assistants  and  instructors  to  bring  the 
number  up  to  600.  To  keep  the  University  in  shape  a  body  of 
workers  numbering  over  400  is  employed. 

Concerning  athletics  little  need  be  said.  All  who  have 
watched  the  progress  of  the  "Big  Nine"  games,  know  that  Minne- 
sota has  best  right  to  the  championship  in  football.  The  cross- 
country team  won  the  championship  in  1914,  and  their  captain 
again  broke  the  conference  record  this  year.  Track  and  basket- 
ball are  both  well  supported  and  championship  teams  are  expected 
for  the  year  1915-16.  Minnesota  has  adopted  the  system  of  in- 
termural  sports  in  all  branches  of  athletics,  and  this  has  so 
aroused  the  spirits  of  the  student  body  that  splendid  material  is 
being  developed  for  varsity  sports. 
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When  we  stop  to  consider  the  youth  of  onr  institution,  and 
think  of  the  rapid  strides  it  has  made  in  the  last  25  years,  we  look 
with  satisfaction  upon  our  beautiful  buildings,  we  consider  with 
gratification  our  large  student  and  teaching  bodies,  we  recount 
with  enthusiasm  our  athletic  victories,  and  we  know  why  we  are 
proud  of  our  Alma  Mater,  Minnesota.

The  day  before  and  the  early  morn- 
ing of  the  installation  brought  a  rep- 
resentative installing  committee  of 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  the  scene  of  the 
chapter  home  at  2210  Lincoln  Way 
and  at  about  9  A.  M.  the  work  of 
initiation  was  started.

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HISTORY  OF  KAPPA  KAPPA  KAPPA 


Late  in  the  fall  semester  of  1910,  a  group  of  students,  not 
being  satisfied  with  Hving  conditions,  organized  a  club.  They 
at  once  made  negotiations  for  a  home.  With  a  great  amount  of 
effort  they  persuaded  a  party  to  remodel  a  house  for  them.  The 
first  of  the  following  semester  found  them  located  at  this  house 
as  the  Aristo  Club.  The  club  had  a  membership  of  twenty- 
seven.  Men  from  all  departments  of  the  College  were  eligible 
for  membership.  The  Club  existed  harmoniously,  more  or  less, 
for  a  year,  without  the  use  of  any  of  its  social  privileges. 

A,t  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  of  its  existence  its  mem- 
bership was  limited  to  Engineers,  as  much  as  possible.  Also,  the 
Club  made  use  of  its  social  privileges  for  the  first  time.  From 
this  time,  the  Club  grew  stronger.  Its  members  were  found  in 
a  good  many  of  the  College  activities,  especially  athletics. 

In  September,  1912,  the  Club  changed  its  name  to  K.  K.  K. 
The  words  which  the  letters  represented  being  a  secret.  During 
this  year  the  Club  had  difficulty  in  keeping  its  men,  because  of  the 
loose  organization.  National  fraternities  took  ten  of  the  Club 
members  that  year. 

In  November,  1914,  the  K.  K.  K.  reorganized  as  Kappa 
Kappa  Kappa,  a  local  fraternity.  From  that  time  on  the  fraternity 
became  stronger  and  stronger  as  time  advanced.  Almost  immedi- 
ately after  reorganization  the  fraternity  was  recognized  by  the 
National  Fraternities,  in  that  they  did  not  try  to  pledge  its  mem- 
bers. 

In  September,  1914,  the  local  started  its  campaign  for  ad- 
mission to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  A  little  difficulty  was  met  with 
in  the  local  Pan-Hellenic  Council.  They  thought  that  there  was 
a  sufficiency  of  National  fraternities  at  Ames.  However  we 
proved  to  them  that  there  was  room  for  another  National  at  Ames 
and  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  the  national  which  should  fill 
that  place. 


HISTORY  OF  IOWA  STATE  COLLEGE 


An  act  establishing  "A  State  Agricultural  College  and  Model 
Farm"  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Iowa  in  1858.  A  com- 
mission was  appointed  to  buy  a  farm  and  erect  a  college  building, 
and  a  board  of  trustees  elected  to  select  a  faculty  and  comprise 
rules  of  organization.  Things  progressed  favorably  and  in  1862 
an  act  of  Congress  gave  the  College  another  great  boost.  It 
was  in  this  act  that  the  General  Assembly  accepted  the  condi- 
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tions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  same  year,  which  donated 
pubHc  lands  to  estabhsh  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts. 

The  College  was  formally  opened  in  March,  1869,  and  ever 
since  Iowa  State  College  has  been  gradually  on  the  uphill  road. 
In  1890  a  large  appropriation  was  granted  by  Congress  for  in- 
struction and  experimentation,  and  ever  since  the  College  has  re- 
ceived many  appropriations  and  government  aid  from  manv 
sources. 

The  State  of  Iowa  now  erects  and  maintains  all  the  build- 
ings. The  laws  of  the  United  States  and  State  of  Iowa  provide 
for  the  scope  and  management  of  Iowa  State  College  of  Agri- 
culture and  Mechanic  Arts.  The  State  Board  of  Education 
appoints  a  finance  committee  consisting  of  three  men  who  give 
their  entire  attention  to  the  management  of  the  three  State  ed- 
ucational institutions  of  Iowa. 

The  College  property  is  now  valued  at  $3,500,000.  Forty- 
five  commodious  buildings,  besides  the  dwelling  houses  and  other 
buildings  have  been  erected  by  the  State  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  various  departments  of  the  College.  The  long  stretches  of 
green  turf  with  a  naturalistic  setting  of  Evergreens,  Birch  and 
Maple  give  a  very  pleasing  appearance  when  set  off  by  the  white 
stone  buildings  of  Classic  Greek  and  Roman.  A  glance  at  the 
cuts  will  convince  one  of  this.  There  has  been  no  attempt  to 
arrange  the  buildings  about  a  center  or  plaza,  but  they  have  been 
placed  each  in  its  own  natural  spot.  The  main  buildings  are 
rather  far  apart  with  walks  and  winding  drives  connecting  them. 
Here  and  there  on  the  lawns  are  a  few  of  the  Professor's  cot- 
tages. During  the  last  few  years  a  landscape  architect  has  been 
working  to  good  effect  and  the  results  have  begun  to  show  up 
well. 

The  College  occupies  a  delightful  campus  of  high  rolling  land 
about  two  miles  west  of  the  city  of  Ames.  It  is  admirably  lo- 
cated as  regards  railway  facilities,  the  main  line  of  north  and  south 
branches  of  the  Chicago  and  North  Western  railway  crossing 
here.  The  Fort  Dodge,  Des  Moines  and  Southern  electric  inter- 
urban  passes  directly  by  the  campus,  connecting  both  Boone  and 
Des  Moines.  By  means  of  these  two  lines  easy  access  is  given  to 
the  main  trunk  lines  of  the  State.

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A  DISCUSSION  ON  TRAVELLING  SECRETARIES

In    1907  and  again  in   1909  the  attention  of  the  fraternity 
world    was   attracted   to   chapters   on    fraternities   in   two  books

by  Mr.  Clarence  F.  Birdseye,  Individual  Trainiug  in  our  Colleges 
and  The  Reorganization  of  our  Colleges.  In  discussing  the  or- 
ganization and  administration  of  fraternities  and  their  relation 
to  college  life,  Mr.  Birdseye  made  the  suggestion  of  a  salaried 
official  in  each  fraternity  who  would  devote  his  entire  time  to 
conducting  the  business  of  the  national  organization  and  to 
visiting  the  different  chapters  to  advise  and  aid  them  in  their 
work.  The  older  and  more  conservative  fraternity  men  did  not 
take  kindly  to  this  idea.  To  them  fraternity  work  was  a  work 
of  love  and  they  did  not  want  to  see  it  commercialized.  But  the 
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wisdom  of  Mr.  Birdseye's  statements  impressed  many  Greek- 
letter  people  and  the  idea  of  salaried  ''full  time"  official  spread. 
Mr.  Birdseye's  own  fraternity,  Chi  Psi,  put  his  plan  in  operation 
and  others  soon  followed  until  at  the  present  time  eight  fra- 
ternities employ  men  to  devote  their  entire  time  to  fraternity 
work  and  five  others  retain  salaried  officers  who  devote  a  great 
part  of  their  time  to  the  work.  At  least  seven  other  fraternities 
are  seriously  considering  the  adoption  of  this  plan.  Two  fra- 
ternities have  developed  it  to  the  point  where  they  employ  two 
salaried  officers  and  one  of  these  is  about  to  go  a  step  further 
and  add  a  third  man  to  the  staff. 

The  title  and  functions  of  these  officers  vary  a  great  deal 
in  different  fraternities  but  ''Travelling  Secretary"  seems  to  be 
a  term  which  is  descriptive  of  all.  The  writer  has  received  very 
cordial  replies  to  a  general  letter  of  inquiry  sent  to  over  a  score 
of  fraternity  officials  but  the  information  they  sent  in  is  of  such 
varying  character  that  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  set  it  forth 
in  this  article,  which  will  treat  in  a  general  way  the  theory  and 
practice  of  fraternity  administration  by  salaried  officials. 

When  we  review  the  history  of  our  fraternities  and  trace 
their  development  as  it  has  followed  the  trend  of  educational, 
social  and  industrial  progress  we  can  better  understand  the  ad- 
vent of  certain  more  or  less  commercial  practices  which  might 
have  seemed  entirely  foreign  to  fraternity  policy  fifty  years  ago. 

In  the  early  days  the  organization  of  fraternities  was  com- 
paratively loose.  Each  chapter  conducted  its  affairs  according 
to  local  customs  and  precedent,  new  chapters  were  established  in 
a  rather  haphazard  manner  and  the  government  of  the  entire 
fraternity  was  usually  vested  in  the  "mother  chapter."  During 
the  period  of  about  twenty  years  following  the  Civil  War  this 
system  was  supplanted  in  most  fraternities  by  a  centralized  form 
of  government  in  which  each  chapter  had  a  voice.  More  uni- 
form methods  were  installed  in  the  chapters  and  more  definite 
policies  of  extension  were  adopted.  Then  came  the  advent  of 
the  chapter  house  and  the  economic  development  of  fraternities 
began. 

In  addition  to  ministering  to  the  social  and  intellectual  needs 
of  their  members,  fraternities  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
housing  and  feeding  them.  Instead  of  a  small  group  of  congenial 
spirits  which  would  meet  periodically  and  enjoy  intimate  com- 
panionship, chapters  became  in  reality  co-operative  organizations 
which  furnish  everything  in  student  life  except  classroom  in- 
struction. The  pocket  notebooks  which  had  formerly  sufficed  to 
record  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  and  the  financial  and  other 
records  of  the  chapter  became  inadequate  and  large  leather  bound 
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minute  books  and  ledgers  and  cash  books  and  a  card  index  of 
members  and  other  modern  business  equipment  took  their  place. 
A  corresponding  change  took  place  in  the  national  govern- 
ing body.  An  ever-increasing  number  of  chapters  and  of  mem- 
bers brought  an  increased  volume  of  correspondence  and  of  re- 
ports and  of  accounts  to  the  national  officers.  Special  funds  v^ere 
established  to  aid  in  building  chapter  houses,  to  assist  brothers 
in  financial  distress  and  to  provide  scholarships ;  conventions 
grew  from  friendly  gatherings  of  a  score  or  more  undergraduates 
to  extended  sessions  attended  by  hundreds  of  alumni  members 
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and  requiring  weeks  of  careful  preparation;  fraternity  journals 
grew  from  thin  pamphlets  written  by  undergraduates  and  circu- 
lated among  a  few  dozen  men,  to  periodicals  of  standard  size 
containing  substantial  articles  of  merit  and  reaching  thousands 
of  readers ;  alumni  organizations  were  established  and  club- 
houses built ;  and  in  every  department  of  fraternity  activity  there 
occurred  changes  which  made  heavier  and  more  complex  the 
duties  of  national  officers.  It  seemed  necessary  to  introduce 
machinery  which  would  take  care  of  this  increasing  volume  of 
business. 

Many  fraternities  accomplished  this  by  arranging  their  chap- 
ters into  "districts,"  "provinces"  or  "sections"  and  placing  an 
officer  in  charge  of  each  of  these  divisions.  This  plan  seems  to 
be  followed  by  nearly  every  fraternity  at  the  present  time.  The 
burden  of  the  national  officers  was  lessened  in  this  way  but  in  a 
few  years  it  had  increased  again  to  such  an  extent  that  a  fur- 
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ther  change  seemed  necessary.  Then  it  was  that  the  first  Travel- 
Hng  Secretary  was  employed. 

There  is  the  same  need  for  efficient  business  organization 
and  management  in  a  college  fraternity  as  there  is  in  any  com- 
mercial enterprise.  Some  fraternity  men  will  object  to  this 
analogy,  contending  that  their  organization  is  one  founded  on 
the  noblest  principles  of  brotherhood  and  governed  by  the  finest 
sentiments  of  heart  and  mind  and  that  sordid  business  practices 
and  principles  should  not  be  introduced. 

It  seems  to  me  that  a  college  fraternity  is  nothing  more  than 
a  gigantic  co-operative  enterprise  of  college  men  who  band  to- 
gether because  they  feel  they  can  get  more  out  of  their  college 
life  in  that  way.  Instead  of  profits  in  dollars  and  cents  which 
accrue  to  members  of  co-operative  commercial  enterprises  they 
seek  to  derive  social,  intellectual  and  economic  benefits  from  their 
organization.  I  believe  it  to  be  the  aim  of  every  fraternity  to 
provide  these  benefits  in  a  maximum  degree.  In  a  co-operative 
commercial  enterprise  elimination  of  waste,  saving  in  running 
expenses,  standardization  of  methods,  and  efficiency  in  adminis- 
tration, all  mean  increased  profits.  It  is  the  same  with  a  frater- 
nity. The  more  efficient  the  administration  of  a  fraternity  can 
be  made  from  a  cold-blooded  business  point  of  view,  the  greater 
will  be  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  all  the  members. 

The  affairs  of  every  fraternity  in  this  country  having  over 
twenty-five  chapters,  have  reached  a  point  when  they  can  not  be 
handled  adequately  by  national  officers  who  are  occupied  with 
their  own  business  and  who  give  only  what  time  they  can  spare 
to  fraternity  work.  These  officers  may  be  able  to  take  care  of 
routine  work  as  it  comes  up  but  more  than  that  is  needed  to  place 
fraternities  upon  the  high  plane  of  usefulness  which  educational 
institutions  and  state  legislatures  are  demanding. 

The  financial  affairs  alone  of  the  larger  fraternities  offer  an 
opportunity  for  businesslike  administration  which  can  not  be 
adequately  handled  by  a  man  who  gives  only  his  spare  moments 
to  the  work.  Baird's  Manual  (1912  edition)  gives  figures  show- 
ing the  value  of  property  owned  by  each  of  several  fraternities 
to  be  in  excess  of  $600,000.  It  is  true  that  incorporated  bodies 
of  alumni  have  this  property  in  charge  but  it  has  been  my  expe- 
rience that  they  do  not  always  exercise  the  same  care  in  this 
as  they  would  if  the  property  belonged  to  them  personally.  The 
running  expenses,  interest  and  upkeep  charges  of  all  these  chapter 
houses  total  an  enormous  sum.  The  59  chapters  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  handled  last  year  close  to  $250,000.  It  is  a  big  responsibil- 
ity for  undergraduates  to  have  charge  of  that  much  money. 
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In  very  few  chapters  are  there  men  with  previous  business 
training  who  are  available  for  positions  as  treasurer  or  steward. 
In  most  technical  and  straight  ''arts"  colleges  most  of  the  men 
do  not  know  the  debit  side  of  the  ledger  from  the  credit  side. 
I  believe  that  a  Traveling  Secretary  with  an  expert  knowledge  of 
chapter  accounting  and  chapter  house  economics  can  in  two  or 
three  days  show  the  treasurer  and  steward  of  nine  chapters  out 
of  ten  how  to  save  at  least  a  hundred  dollars  during  the  college 
year.  The  experience  of  the  fraternities  at  Cornell  under  Mr. 
Wellar  is  an  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished  in  this  line. 

Several  fraternities  have  installed  a  uniform  system  of  ac- 
counting and  their  treasurer  very  carefully  scrutinizes  the  re- 
ports which  are  sent  in  by  the  chapters  at  stated  intervals.  The 
only  trouble  with  this  system  is  that  the  treasurer  can  only  detect 
errors  in  bookkeeping.  He  knows  nothing  of  actual  condition 
in  the  chapter.  It  needs  a  man  right  on  the  ground  to  go  over 
the  books  and  to  study  the  case  and  prescribe  the  remedy  when 
a  chapter  finds  itself  in  difficulty.  I  know  of  score  of  chapters 
in  a  number  of  different  fraternities  who  are  struggling  along 
under  a  burden  of  debt  left  by  men  who  were  poor  managers 
and  who  received  no  aid  or  advice  from  their  national  officers. 

It  is  argued  by  some  that  these  matters  can  be  handled  just 
as  well  by  a  province  officer  or  in  emergencies  by  a  national 
officer  sent  for  the  purpose.  That  is  all  very  well  in  theory  but 
in  practice  I  believe  it  must  be  admitted  that  such  an  offik:er 
would  not  be  so  effective  as  a  Travelling  Secretary.  In  the  first 
place  he  would  not  know  as  much  about  the  business  in  hand  as 
a  man  who  has  made  a  study  of  it.  The  right  kind  of  Travelling 
Secretary  will  become  so  expert  in  all  kinds  of  fraternity  work 
that  he  can  detect  places  for  improvement  which  would  not  be 
apparent  to  a  layman.  Then  too,  the  "spare  time"  officer  is  not 
always  available  because  of  pressure  of  personal  duties.  It  is 
not  often  that  an  emergency  arises  but  when  one  does  there  is 
need  for  immediate  and  expert  action. 

There  are  many  things  beside  financial  matters  which  re- 
quire the  attention  of  a  Travelling  Secretary.  In  order  to  be 
most  effective  he  should  spend  three  or  four  days  at  least  with 
every  chapter,  going  carefully  into  every  phase  of  chapter  life. 
Scholarships,  personal  conduct,  social  activities,  conduct  of  fra- 
ternity work,  and  a  score  of  other  things  should  be  investigate  1. 
It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  the  boys  in  the  chapters  will 
resent  having  their  affairs  pried  into  by  a  salaried  official  more 
than  by  a  man  whom  thev  knew  was  doing  it  for  mere  love  of 
the  work.  The  reaction  of  the  undergraduates  depends  entirely 
upon  the  personality  of  the  Travelling  Secretary.     If  he  adopts 
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a  superior  air  and  handles  the  boys  untactfully  he  will  antago- 
nize them,  but  if  he  makes  them  feel  that  he  is  a  friend  and 
advisor  who  understands  their  problems  and  sympathizes  with 
their  viewpoint  and  who  can  and  will  help  them  and  not  merely 
dictate  to  them,  he  will  be  much  more  effective  than  another  of- 
ficer would  be. 

The  psychology  of  this  proposition  is  not  always  understood 
by  older  business  men.  It  is  so  easy  to  grow  out  of  touch  and 
become  unsympathetic  with  the  undergraduate  point  of  view 
after  leaving  college,  and  many  very  efficient  business  men  fail 
utterly  as  fraternity  officials  for  this  reason  alone.  I  talked  with 
an  undergradute  member  of  a  chapter  which  had  entertained 
the  national  governing  body  of  a  large  fraternity  not  long  ago. 
This  particular  chapter  was  known  as  the  weakest  one  in  that 
section  of  the  country  and  the  national  officers  decided  to  hold 
their  semiannual  meeting  there  and  try  to  improve  conditions.  I 
questioned  him  as  to  the  effect  of  this  meeting  on  his  chapter. 
He  told  me  that  the  boys  had  all  been  very  much  impressed  with 
the  dignity  and  business  ability  of  their  national  officers,  several 
of  whom  were  nationally  prominent,  and  they  had  been  inspired 
by  the  sacrifice  these  men  were  making  in  taking  time  from  their 
own  affairs  to  work  for  the  fraternity.  Their  meetings  had  been 
very  formal.  They  had  questioned  the  chapter  officers  and  had 
deliberated  at  great  length  upon  the  condition  of  the  chapter. 
They  had  discovered  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  chapter  were 
in  bad  shape,  that  the  scholarship  was  below  standard,  that 
there  was  internal  dissension  and  that  in  many  other  ways  there 
was  need  for  reform.  They  impressed  the  boys  with  the  neces- 
sity for  improvement  and  departed.  The  boys  took  counsel 
with  each  other  after  they  left  and  tried  to  piece  together  their 
suggestions.  They  found  that  the  suggestions  were  all  too  gen- 
eral to  be  of  any  value.  They  had  been  told  to  check  up  on  their 
financial  affairs ;  they  had  been  admonished  to  improve  in  schol- 
arship and  to  patch  up  their  personal  differences,  but  they  had 
not  been  told  how  to  do  these  things  and  that  was  what  was 
really  needed.  They  needed  a  man  to  come  and  live  with  them 
several  days  and  to  point  out  to  them  specifically  and  concretely 
just  what  to  do.  They  needed  a  man  who  knew  just  how  to 
untangle  their  financial  troubles  and  how  to  get  the  boys  to 
study  and  how  to  smooth  over  the  petty  differences  that  had 
arisen.     They  needed  a  Travelling  Secretary. 

This  anti-fraternity  agitation  is  showing  us  weak  spots  in 
our  organizations  which  must  be  strengthened.  We  know  that 
undergraduate  fraternity  men  in  many  institutions  are  bringing 
down  upon  themselves  the  merited  criticism  of  students,  faculty 
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and  legislatures.  We  are  aware  that  many  of  our  boys  are  un- 
democratic, and  that  they  do  fall  below  standard  in  scholarship, 
and  that  they  do  use  their  fraternity  as  a  political  machine  to  ad- 
vance their  own  selfish  interests  and  that  they  do  go  to  extremes 
in  social  affairs  and  that  in  many  other  particulars  they  fail  to 
measure  up  to  their  responsibilities.  Fraternity  officials  who  are 
busy  bankers  and  lawyers  and  merchants  can  see  these  defects 
but  too  few  of  them  can  apply  the  riglit  kind  of  remedy.  It  takes 
a  financial  expert  to  reconstruct  a  run  down  bank  and  an  un- 
profitable business  needs  the  attention  of  a  successful  business 
organizer.  Just  so  a  fraternity  in  the  present  time  of  critical  in- 
vestigation requires  the  services  of  an  expert  fraternity  worker. 

Unfortunately  it  is  the  anti-fraternity  people  who  are  defin- 
ing for  us  the  things  which  fraternities  must  do  in  order  to  merit 
public  approval.  It  is  very  evident  that  the  day  is  passed  when 
any  one  may  contend  that  a  fraternity  is  a  mere  social  organiza- 
tion of  students  who  have  a  perfect  right  to  unmolested  enjoy- 
ment of  the  advantages  of  chapter  life.  It  is  being  demanded 
of  fraternities  that  they  perform  greater  material  service  for 
the  college  and  for  the  students  who  are  not  fraternity  men. 
Maximum  results  will  only  come  when  we  place  this  problem 
in  the  hands  of  capable  and  interested  men  who  will  devote  their 
entire  time  and  energies  to  its  solution. 

We  must  realize  that  our  fraternities  are  business  organiza- 
tions and  we  must  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  developing  them. 
Fraternal  organizations  among  older  men,  philanthropic  and 
charitable  organizations,  religious  and  patriotic  societies  and 
even  political  parties  have  seen  the  wisdom  of  placing  their  af- 
fairs in  the  hands  of  capable  men  who  are  remunerated  suffi- 
ciently to  devote  their  entire  time  and  energy  to  work  for  their 
particular  cause.  Fraternities  must  come  to  the  same  thing 
sooner  or  later.

FRATERNAL  SPIRIT  BETWEEN  FRATERNITIES 

J.  O.  Kam MERMAN/  Pa.  Eta. 

I  have  read  with  much  interest  many  articles  on  ideal  college 
fraternity  customs  and  regulations,  and  the  spirit  which  should 
exist  among  fraternity  men,  not  only  between  brothers  in  the 
same  fraternity,  but  between  members  of  various  organizations. 
They  are  all  created  for  a  single  purpose  and  it  is  only  the  young 
and  less  experienced  men  who  feel  that  their  fraternity  con- 
nections  have   raised   them   among   their   classmates   who    were 
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less  fortunate.  Many  arguments  have  been  presented  by  writers 
of  prominence  to  show  that  college  fraternities  will  grow  in 
strength  and  popularity  by  considering  each  other  as  co-workers 
and  not  as  rivals  for  freshmen.  There  are  very  few  men  taken 
into  fraternities  who  can  make  that  organization  any  better  or 
raise  its  standards  immediately.  The  initiate  must  be  given  a 
thorough  training  before  he  can  see  the  objects  and  aims  of  his 
borthers,  and  work  in  co-operation  with  them.  Therefore,  should 
one  fraternity  pledge  a  man,  and  the  members  of  another  or- 
ganization induce  this  man  to  join  with  them,  the  fraternity 
which  loses  this  man  is  well  rid  of  a  fellow  who  is  egotistical 
and  would  be  a  long  time  in  getting  the  right  idea  of  fraternity 
Hfe. 

No  fraternity  can  do  more  for  another  than  ''knock"  it.  If 
the  claims  put  forth  for  your  organization  will  not  convince  a 
man  to  join  with  you,  knocking  another  fraternity  will  not  and 
ought  not  help  you.  Local  conditions  may  make  the  members  in 
one  chapter  different  from  those  in  another  chapter  of  the  same 
fraternity.  While  this  is  found  to  be  true,  it  will  in  time  be  cor- 
rected by  the  members  of  that  fraternity,  and  the  standing  of, 
or  m.embers  of  that  fraternity  as  a  whole,  should  not  be  judged 
by  the  one  chapter  which  is  not  working  in  accord  w^ith  the  fra- 
ternity at  large. 

Since  co-operation  among  local  chapters  has  been  tried  and, 
in  all  cases,  found  to  be  most  desirable,  not  only  for  the  good 
local  spirit  created,  but  for  the  general  welfare  of  fraternities 
at  large,  it  is  not  within  keeping  of  this  movement,  for  the  na- 
tional bodies  of  fraternities  to  place  a  ban  on  any  organization 
existing  among  college  men.  There  might  be  an  exception  placed 
to  this  statement.  If  any  fraternity,  by  the  actions  of  the  body 
as  a  whole,  or  by  its  individual  members,  show  that  member- 
ship in  the  organization  is  detrimental  to  the  character,  morals, 
or  rectitude  of  conduct  of  any  of  its  members,  not  only  should 
other  fraternities  shun  it  and  forbid  its  members  to  join  there- 
with, but  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  should  be  brought  to 
bear. 

To  the  writer's  knowledge  there  is  no  such  fraternity  exist- 
ing either  openly  or  sub-rosa  in  any  institution  of  learning.  No 
one  should  imply  that  any  fraternity  has  any  of  the  objections 
mentioned  above  unless  he  can  prove  his  statements  without  a 
doubt.  Some  members  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  have  objected 
to  brothers  in  the  fraternity  allying  with  Theta  Nu  Epsilon.  It 
has  been  even  suggested  by  some  that  a  national  ban  be  placed 
on  membership  in  this  society. 
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There  are  few  of  ns  who  have  not  read  and  fully  believe 
in  our  hearts  the  truth  of  that  passage  in  our  martyred  President, 
Abraham  Lincoln's,  Gettysburg  speech,  that  all  men  are  created 
free  and  equal.  Can  we  as  individuals,  or  as  an  organization, 
say  that  our  brothers  shall  not  join  another  society.  Can  one  of 
us  prove  that  any  of  our  members  who  have  joined  the  Theta  Xu 
Epsilon  have  in  any  way  degraded  or  been  made  less  useful  to 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon?  Let  us  rule  our  organization  with  justice 
a.nd  equity,  not  only  to  our  brothers,  but  to  all  mankind.  It  will 
strengthen  us,  lead  others  to  believe  in  us.  and  exemplify  true 
fraternal  spirit.

The  Ohio  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity was  founded  in 
1842  under  the  patronage 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  as  a  men's  college. 
In  1877  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
Female  College,  an  inde- 
pendent institution,  was  in- 
corporated in  the  Univer- 
sity. Since  this  time  the 
University  has  been  co-edu- 
cational. For  some  time  a 
Medical  School  was  con- 
ducted in  Cleveland  but  in 
1910  it  was  combined  with 
the  Western  Reserve  Medi- 


cal Department.  Besides  its  major  work  as  a  college  of  liberal 
arts  the  University  has  maintained  a  School  of  Music  and  of  Fine 
Arts.

Of  the  fourteen  buildings  University  Hall  containing  Gray 
Chapel  is  perhaps  the  most  imposing  being  crowned  with  a  grace- 
ful tower  of  150  feet.  The  Slocum  library,  containing  about  70,- 
000  volumes ;  and  the  Edwards  Gymnasium,  said  by  architects  to 
be  the  best  in  the  State,  are  prominent  on  the  main  campus. 
Merrick  Hall,  the  biology  building,  contains  a  Museum  of  Nat- 
ural History,  and  a  botanical  laboratory.  The  Chemistry  and 
Physics  laboratory  Buildings  are  also  on  this  campus. 

Other  groups  of  buildings  somewhat  separated  from  these 
are  Monnet  Hall,  the  largest  woman's  dormitory  in  the  State, 
with  Sanborn  Hall,  the  conservatory,  and  Lyon  School  of  Fine 
Arts  adjacent.  The  Astronomical  Observatory  is  also  located 
here, 

Three  new  buildings  to  cost  about  $200,000,  will  be  under 
construction  shortly,  and  a  campaign  for  an  additional  million 
dollars  endowment  by  1919,  the  diamond  anniversary,  is  under 
way. 

The  Ohio  Wesleyan  teams  hold  the  State  championship  in 
Baseball  and  Soccer,  while  our  track  teams  only  once  in  the  past 
four  years  have  had  to  acknowledge  defeat  in  a  dual  meet  with 
other  teams  than  Ohio  State.  Many  of  the  Big  Six  records  are 
held  by  Wesleyan  men,  and  two  years  ago  the  relay  team  took  the 
cup  at  Philadelphia.  In  tennis  last  Spring  we  defeated  the  fast 
Syracuse    team    very    decisively.      The    present    football    season

shows  a  total  score  of  154  to  94  in  favor  of  Wesleyan  against 
her  opponents.  The  first  part  of  the  season  indicated  that  the 
State  championship  was  a  possibility,  but  the  latter  half  showed 
a  slump. 

The  debate  record  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  is  paralleled  by  only 
a  few  colleges.  Six  teams  were  out  this  year,  no  man  speaking 
twice.  In  the  last  nineteen  years  there  has  never  been  a  defeat 
on  the  home  floor  and  two-thirds  of  the  foreign  debates  have 
been  won  by  the  Wesleyan  teams.  In  the  past  three  contests 
held  between  Wesleyan  and  eig^ht  Eastern  institutions,  the  Ohio 
W^esleyan  orator  has  taken  the  cup. 

At  present  the  total  enrollment  of  the  University  is  1165, 
with  the  distribution  of  the  sexes  about  even. 

Ohio  Wesleyan  has  eleven  national  fraternities :  Beta  Theta 
Pi,  Sigma  Chi,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Chi  Phi,  Ali)ha  Tau  Omega,  Alpha 
Sigma  Phi,  Phi  Gamma  Delta.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  honorary  fraternities,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Delta  Sigma  Rho, 
and  Pi  Delta  Epsilon  have  chapters  here. 


BRIEF  STATEMENT  CONCERNING  DANIEL  EDWARD  PHILLIPS 

Initiated  bv  Colorado  Beta  March  20,  1916. 


Born  at  Morg^antown,  W.  Va.,  July  29,  1865.  Parents 
moved  to  Barbour  County  three  years  later.  At  nine  years  of  age 
he  was  forced  to  direct  his  own  destiny.  Pie  received  a  few 
months  education  in  a  country  school,  entered  the  summer  school 
at  PhiUippi  under  County  Superintendent  W.  D.  Zinn ;  taught 
six  years  in  the  country  schools  of  Barbour  County;  graduated 
from  Fairmont  Normal  School,  1890;  taught  one  term,  in  the 
Conference  Seminary  at  Buckhannon ;  graduated  from  Peabody 
College,  L.  I. ;  University  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  B.  A.  1892,  M.  A. 
1893.  Was  for  sixteen  years  the  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Psvchology  and  Philosophy,  University  of  Denver.  He  is  still 
at  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Psychology  and  Education  in 
the  same  Institution,  and  Dean  of  the  University  Extension  Col- 
lege. He  has  served  six  years  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, Citv  and  Countv  of  Denver;  has  been  president  of  the 
Denver  Philosophical  Club;  also  president  of  the  State  Board 
of  Directors.  For  nine  years  he  was  Director  of  the  Denver 
Teachers'  Reading  Circle;  has  been  active  in  all  educational 
movements  of  the  West,  a  conductor  of  Institutes  in  many  dif- 
ferent states,  and  during  the  past  year,  has  been  called  upon 
to  lecture  on  educational  and  literary  topics  in  Milwaukee,  De- 
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troit,  Spokane,  Los  Angeles,  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Prescott.  Eight 
years  ago  he  took  a  year's  leave  of  absence  for  study  and  travel 
in  Europe.  He  is  the  author  of  many  magazine  articles  and 
pamphlets  on  special  subjects;  and  in  1913,  published  "A,n  Ele- 
mentary Psychology"  now  extensively  used.  He  now  has  ready 
for  the  press  a  volume  on  TJie  Thinking-Feeling  Citizen.

C.  W.  MASON  AND  LARGEST  SAXOPHONE  IN  THE  WOSLD 


When  everybody  told  him  there  was  "no  use,"  that  he  was 
too  young  and  should  wait  awhile,  and  that  no  Democrat  could 
defeat  the  incumbent  of  the  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  of 
Nowata  County,  Oklahoma.  Charles  Walter  Mason  donned  his 
uniform  as  leader  of  the  noted  saxophone  band,  strapped  his  big 
saxophone  over  his  shoulder,  made  music  and  speeches  during  an 
exciting  campaign  and  won  the  election  by  347  votes,  whereas 
only  three  Democrats  were  elected  and  the  leader  of  them  by  only 
34  votes. 

Imitating  the  tactics  of  the  late  Bob  Taylor  of  Tennessee, 
whom  Mason  learned  to  admire  while  he  was  a  student  of  law 
in  Nashville,  and  making  practical  some  of  the  methods  attributed 
to  Blackie  Dawes,  a  character  created  by  George  Randolph  Ches- 
ter for  his  series  of  Wallingford  stories,  won  this  hght,  as  he  had 
won  others,  by  assembling  the  crowds  with  his  music,  impressing 
upon  them  his  striking  personality,  and  making  them  believe  that 
a  change  was  needed  in  the  office  of  county  attorney  and  that 
he  was  the  man  to  hll  the  bill. 

Mason's  Scotch-Irish  father  had  politics  bred  in  the  bone  and 
the  son  suffers  no  lack  of  the  talent  by  reason  of  being  a  gen- 
eration removed.  The  elder  Mason  was  a  pioneer  Democrat  of 
Monroe  County,  Ohio,  in  which  he  served  seven  years  as  re- 
corder of  deeds.  The  younger  Mason  has  been  pulling  nearly  all 
his  twenty-seven  years  to  get  a  foothold  in  politics,  and  three 
times,  by  sheer  force  of  will  and  the  exercise  of  strategy  worthy 
the  emulation  of  more  doughty  politicians,  he  has  succeeded.  And 
he's  not  done  yet,  for  if  the  music  in  him  holds  out  and  his  instru- 
ments do  not  lose  their  chords,  he  expects  to  advance  another  step 
in  due  time. 
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When  the  campaign  of  last  spring  came  on  the  Democratic 
leaders,  confessing  that  the  Republican  county  attorney  had 
made  good  and  practically  conceding  him  another  term,  could 
find  no  candidate  to  enter  the  race.  They  hadn't  looked  for  Ma- 
son. He  didn't  have  to  be  found  by  anybody  but  Mason.  "I'll 
admit,"  he  says,  ''that  for  the  first  time  I  didn't  think  I  had  a 
chance  in  politics,  and  then  I  got  to  thinking  of  the  success  of  Bob 
Taylor  and  of  the  tactics  of  my  old  friend,  Blackie  Dawes.  I 
gathered  together  a  band  and  started  the  campaign.  My  sax- 
ophone was  a  winner  nearly  everywhere,  but  once  in  a  while  I  re- 
verted to  the  use  of  my  old  national  guard  bugle  to  get  the  crowds 
together.  At  the  country  schoolhouses,  I  used  a  smaller  saxo- 
phone. Well,  when  the  election  was  over,  I  had  won  by  347 
votes,  while  the  next  nearest  Democrat  plurality  was  that  of  the 
candidate  for  county  judge  who  received  a  plurality  of  34  votes. 
That's  what  I  call  busting  a  political  band  wagon  with  a  saxo- 
phone." 

In  this  campaign  Mason  used  a  freak  automobile  also.  He 
took  the  bed  from  an  old  Ford  that  practically  was  a  wreck  and 
replaced  it  with  tin  bent  into  the  shape  of  a  cigar,  fat  in  the 
middle  and  running  to  a  point  at  the  ends.  When  he  sat  at  the 
wheel  only  his  head  and  shoulders  were  visible  above  the  bulge. 
The  old  mill  made  a  lot  of  noise,  just  as  Mason  had  planned  it 
should  do,  and  before  the  end  of  the  campaign  everybody  was 
talking  about  the  saxophone  chap  riding  in  a  campaign  cigar. 


FRATERNITIES  AND  SCHOLARSHIP 


The  statistics  given  in  today's  aSTebraskan  show  that  there 
is  great  room  for  improvement  in  the  matter  of  the  scholarship 
of  fraternities.  The  contrast  between  the  record  of  the  fraterni- 
ties and  that  of  the  sororities  is  decidedly  to  the  advantage  of  the 
latter.  It  is  also  rumored  that  many  of  this  year's  fraternity 
pledges  have  been  forced  to  withdraw  because  they  did  not  make 
the  required  number  of  hours.  It  is  easy  to  see  a  causal  re- 
lationship between  these  two  situations. 

We  believe  that  the  low  scholastic  standing  of  fraternities 
is  due  to  two  main  reasons ;  fraternities  are  too  hasty  in  pledg- 
ing men,  and  they  do  not  exercise  the  proper  supervision  after 
pledging. 

A  good  high  school  record  or  indeed  a  good  appearance  at 
first  meeting  are  suffibient  to  get  many  freshmen  the  coveted  fra- 
ternity bid.  Little  care  is  taken  to  determine  whether  the  pro- 
spective member  has  the  staying  qualities  that  make  him  de- 
sirable.    Then  when  he  is  once  pledged,  little  care  is  taken  to 
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see  that  he  is  following  the  hues  he  expected  to  follow  when  he 
entered  the  university. 

Until  these  two  features  of  fraternity  life  are  properly  em- 
phasized, such  organizations  will  always  be  open  to  severe  criti- 
cism. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  sophomore  pledging,  which  is  to  go 
into  effect  next  year,  will  do  much  to  remedy  this  condition.

This  data  should  not  be  confused  with  the  Annual  Report 
to  be  made  out  for  the  Grand  Historian,  although  the  returns  are 
practically  the  same.

A  ruling 
at  Lawrence  College  limits  Chapters  to  thirty  men. 

Bro.  Rev.  James  B.  Webster,  who  has  been  in  China  for 
the  past  six  years  in  missionary  and  educational  work,  has  just 
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been   appointed   President  of  the  college  in  which  he  has  been 
teaching. 

Every  student  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  has  started 
to  "boost"  for  the  1916  football  team,  and  the  opening  of  the 
season  months  away.  Why  ?  Because  the  coach  has  predicted  that 
it  will  win  every  1916  game  scheduled.  That  is  the  kind  of 
spirit  that  has  made  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.     Are  you  ''boosting"? 


One  of  our  Chapters  sends  out  a  blank  to  its  alumni  every 
summer,  asking  for  data  about  men  whom  they  expect  at  their 
institution  that  fall.  It  is  working  successfully.  Has  your  Chap- 
ter given  it  thought? 

Alumni  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  for  your  Chapter  to 
write  to  you  for  this  information.  If  you  know  of  any  good 
men  going  from  your  town  to  any  institution  where  we  have  a 
Chapter,  drop  the  Chapter  a  line.

I.  Theisen.     Star  of  the  team?    Why,  of  course,  he  is. 


If  you  must  abbreviate  the  name  of  the  fraternity,  do  not 
call  it  "Sigma  Phi."  Remember  we  have  Chapter  in  institutions 
where  there  are  Chapters  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Fraternity.  Train 
yourselves  to  say  "Sigma  Phi  Epsilon." 


Tennessee  Alpha  and  California  Alpha  were  overlooked  in 
our  list  (January  Boost)  of  Chapters  having  started  housebuild- 
ing funds. 

The  Grand  Secretary  visited  Virginia  Eta  on  January  27th, 
and  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  a  house  fund  started  there.  This 
is  the  result  of  three  years'  effort  and  "stick-to-itiveness"  of  Bro. 
F.  H.  Triplett. 


A  MISTAKEN  IDEA 


"Circumstances  induced  its  extension,  and  at  first  toward 
medical  schools."  The  above  statement,  in  an  old  edition  of 
Baird's  Manual,  has  caused  some  to  think  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
started,  or,  at  first,  was  stronger  in  medical  schools,  and  some 
even  think  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  started  as  a  medical  fra- 
ternity.   This  idea  should  be  refuted  whenever  it  is  advanced. 

Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  started  in  an  arts  institution,  and  has  al- 
ways  had  more   Chapters   in   arts   than   medical   institutions — in 
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fact,  only  four  Chapters  were  ever  placed  where  only  medical 
students  attended.  Virginia  Beta,  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine, 1902-1904;  Illinois  Alpha,  College  of  P.  &  S.,  University  of 
Illinois,  1903-1913;  Pennsylvania  Beta,  Jefferson  Medical  Col- 
lege, 1903-1906;  Pennsylvania  Gamma,  Western  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  1903-1910.  The  first  one  of  these  (Beta  Chapter) 
existed  less  than  two  years,  from  October,  1902,  until  the  spring 
of  1904.  It  did  not  take  long  to  discover  that  the  bond  of  fellow- 
ship was  not  as  attractive  between  arts  and  medical  institutions 
as  between  different  arts  institutions,  or  even  arts  and  other  in- 
stitutions other  than  medical. 

This  discovery,  and  the  advice  of  men  active  in  the  affairs  of 
older  fraternities  against  further  extension  along  medical  lines, 
offset  the  attempts  of  some  members  to  charter  other  Chapters 
in  medical  institutions  in  which  they  were  interested. 

The  founders  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  had  a  very  broad  plan 
in  mind,  believing  that  Chapters  could  be  placed  in  all  classes 
of  institutions,  if  the  desirable  men  were  there,  the  idea  being 
to  "secure  men,"  rather  rather  than  to  "enter  institutions."  Let 
us  always  bear  in  mind  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  never  had  any 
medical  leanings,  and  never  let  the  statement  pass  unchallenged. 

INDIANA  ALPHA  HOUSE  BURNS 


On  February  15th,  while  all  the  brothers  were  asleep  in 
the  "dorm."  The  house  caught  fire,  and  the  two  lower  floors 
were  in  flames  when  "Bob,"  the  house  dog  rushed  to  the  beds  and 
awakened  the  boys  by  pulling  the  covers  from  them.  All  es- 
caped, but  all  personal  property  was  lost.  The  chapter  carried 
v$3,000  insurance.

A,ssociated  press  reports  recently  told  how  a  student  at 
the  University  of  Missouri,  had  lost  his  left  foot  while  being 
initiated  into  a  CoUes^e  fraternity  there.  The  reports  said  he  was 
reciuired  to  ride  ''blind  bag^gage"  on  a  passenger  train,  and  in 
making  the  attempt  fell  under  the  train.  The  College  Fraternity 
Reference  Bureau  has  made  an  investigation  and  found  that  the 
student  was  not  being  initiated  into  any  College  fraternity,  but 
rather,  into  a  society  to  which  the  fraternities  at  Missouri  have 
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been  antagonistic.  This  society  was  a  college  tramp  organization 
which  required  its  members  to  ride  one  thousand  miles  on  a 
railroad  without  paying  any  fare  before  they  were  eligible  to 
membership.  The  fraternities  regarded  it  as  an  enemy  to  good 
morals,  college  discipline  and  general  fraternity  welfare.  But  the 
Associated  Press  and  newspapers  of  the  country  give  the  fra- 
ternities a  black  eye  by  representing  the  society  as  a  Greek  Letter 
organization.

When  men  of  character  and  force,  men  who  have  gained 
public  confidence  and  esteem,  and  men  who  have  been  honored 
by  their  fellow-citizens,  with  positions  of  honor  and  trust,  can 
take  the  time  to  appear  before  fraternity  conventions  and  bear 
testimony  to  the  fraternity's  influence  for  good,  surely  there  is 
need  for  the  fraternity  in  the  college  life.  Mayor  Newton  D. 
Baker,  of  Cleveland,  now  Secretary  of  War,  a  member  of  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  the  65th  Ekklesia  Ban- 
quet of  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  and  the  closing  paragraphs  of  his  ad- 
dress were  as  follows : 

College  fraternity  men  have  in  the  past  generation,  while 
the  world  has  been  very  busy  with  its  exact  sciences,  kept  the 
lamp  of  the  spirit  lit  in  our  council  halls.  We  have  been  an 
organization  that  has  built  itself  upon  the  spiritual  relation,  and 
when  the  age  draws  toward  the  spiritual  we  will  be  coming  into 
our  own.  We  will  then  not  be  strangers  to  the  life  of  the  world, 
we  will  not  be  set  aside  as  a  secret  and  mysterious  body,  but  the 
things  we  have  cherished  will  be  the  things  the  world  has  come 
to  value.  That  does  not  sound  very  practical,  and  yet  I  want 
you  men  to  realize  that  the  college  fraternity  has  the  capacities 
that  I  have  been  describing.  It  is  a  secret  society  only  because 
it  has  prolonged  this  additional  capacity  of  childhood  into  more 
mature  life;  the  love  of  mvsterv  which  adds  so  much  both  to 
the  efficiency  and  the  joy  of  childhood. 

The  college  fraternity  was  in  its  beginnings  founded  on 
the  theory  and  has  taught  the  belief  that  love  for  one  another, 
helpful  hands  that  reach  out  into  the  world  to  those  who  are 
struggling  more  than  we  are,  is  indispensable  in  any  sound  so- 
ciety. The  college  fraternity  has  sought  to  add  to  the  training 
of  the  mind  the  training  of  the  spirit.  This  splendid  company 
of  men  reaching  all  over  the  United  States  has  grown  from  a 
handful.  It  has  been  trimming  and  keeping  bright  the  lamp  of 
the  spirit.  It  has  been  bringing  the  education  of  the  intellect 
into  application  and  use  in  the  solution  of  the  problems  of  so- 
ciety. 

I  see  in  the  future  our  fraternity  unfolded.  The  training  of 
men  to  serve  in  the  highest  places  because  the  men  who  have 
college  training  and  fraternity  associations  have  prolonged 
those  special  capacities  of  youth,  and  therefore  they  have  the 
largest  capacity  for  service  both  for  their  country  and  for  other 
men.

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Your  fraternity  when  you  joined  it  was  a  college  experience 
in  prospect.  You  joined  it  because  the  other  fellows  in  college 
joined;  some  particular  fellow  was  an  attractive  companion 
and  was  in  the  fraternity  and  you  thought  it  would  be  pleasant 
to  make  new  ties  and  stronger  between  him  and  you.  Perhaps 
it  was  for  athletic  reasons.  But  when  you  come  to  the  time  in 
life  which  I  now  occupy  and  are  almost  eligible  to  the  quarter- 
century  club,  you  find  the  friends  of  your  college  days,  as  you 
see  them  from  one  year  to  another,  ready  to  renew  the  old  ac- 
quaintance. Neither  the  cares  of  active  life,  nor  the  discourage- 
ments, nor  the  trials,  count  for  very  much  when  you  feel  that 
you  have  with  them  an  account  in  the  bank  of  brotherhood, 
and  that  every  check  you  present  will  be  duly  accepted  and  paid 
in  full.  The  mere  meeting  of  fraternity  men  in  after  years 
galvanizes  lost  capacities  into  new  activity  and  starts  the  mind 
again,  as  it  was  when  we  were  young,  to  brave  deeds  and  high 
thoughts.  The  oldest  man  in  this  room  is  young  again  tonight 
and  tomorrow  he  will  see  the  world  and  its  problems  with  fresh- 
ness and  with  hope  which  were  not  possible  to  him  yesterday. 

President  William  De  Witt  Hyde,  of  Bowdoin  College,  in 
an  article  in  The  Delta  U psilon  Quarterly,  discusses  "The  Social- 
izing Value  of  Fraternity  Life."  President  Hyde  has  no  fra- 
ternity affiliations,  which,  together  with  the  fact  that  he  is  the 
head  of  a  well-known  institution,  give  to  his  remarks  great 
weight.    We  have  copied  below  some  excerpts  from  his  article : 

"Where  the  fraternity  is  to  do  its  most  effective  socializing 
work,  admission  should  be  as  early  as  possible,  preferably 
within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  Freshman  year.  I  know  that 
the  fraternities  from  their  point  of  view  think  otherwise;  and 
are  aiming  to  postpone  initiation  until  at  least  as  late  as  the 
middle  of  Freshman  or  the  beginning  of  Sophomore  year. 
Their  object  is  to  avoid  the  hasty  choice  of  undesirable  men; 
especially  to  avoid  making  lifelong  members  of  the  fraternity 
students  whose  college  course  ends  with  the  first  half  year. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  college  and  the  students,  the 
earlier  initiation  is  far  better;  for  the  good  men  are  more 
evenly  distributed  among  the  groups,  which  from  the  college, 
if  not  from  the  fraternity  point  of  view,  is  highly  desirable; 
the  student  is  at  once  assimilated  into  his  permanent  fraternity 
relations;  and  since  he  is  there  "for  better,  for  worse,"  his 
older  brothers  render  him  a  degree  of  help  in  getting  started 
right,  which  would  otherwise  be  postponed  until  too  late.  Where 
Freshmen  are  initiated  early  and  identified  with  a  fraternity 
which  is  held  and  holds  its  members  to  responsibility,  not  half 
as  many  are  droDped  at  the  end  of  the  half  year  and  year  as 
would  be  if  Freshmen  were  left  for  the  first  half  year  or  year 
to  their  own  devices. 

Influence  for  the  uplift  of  a  fraternity  may  come  direct  from 
the  college  officer.  .  .  .  Where  an  administration  is  in  gen- 
uine sympathy  with  the  fraternities,  and  is  trusted  implicitly 
to  keep  good  faith  with  them,  and  to  work  with  an  eye  single 
to  their  good,  the  traditional  attitude  of  distrust  disappears; 
and   all  the  information   a   college   officer  needs   is  freely  and

frankly  given.  It  is  given  because  the  students  feel  sure  it  will 
be  used  in  friendly  helpfulness;  not  in  formal  punishment, 
without  a  particle  of  spying  on  the  one  side,  or  betrayal  on  the 
other. 

Influence  may  also  come  through  a  respected  alumnus; 
it  may  come  from  an  upperclassman,  or  group  of  upper  class- 
men; but  its  appeal  in  either  case  is  to  the  student  as  a  re- 
sponsible and  aclcnowledged  member  of  his  fraternity  or  club. 
The  rise  of  scholarship  and  fall  of  immorality  in  a  college 
is  in  direct  proportion  to  the  substitution  of  the  fraternity  ap- 
peal for  either  the  more  individual  or  the  more  general.

Fraternity  life  has  enormous  possibilities  for  either  good  or 
evil.  A  fraternity  that  goes  wrong  presents  a  serious  prob- 
lem; yet  it  is  much  easier  to  fight;  and  more  allies  and  lever- 
age are  available.  A  chapter  that  is  going  wrong  can  be  sub- 
jected to  a  very  hot  fire  of  criticism  by  alumni,  faculty  members, 
and  the  better  sort  of  student  members.  Students  will  take 
seriously  and  without  resentment  an  amount  of  criticism  di- 
rected against  them  as  members  of  a  fraternity,  which  they 
would  never  take  to  heart  if  directed  against  them  as  individ- 
uals. As  a  last  resort  the  college  authority  has  the  power  to 
refuse  to  allow  students  to  join  an  unsatisfactory  fraternity,  un- 
til assured  that  its  life  and  influence  are  wholesome.  Once 
only  have  I  seen  that  last  desperate  remedy  threatened.  Every 
three  or  four  years,  however,  it  becomes  necessary,  by  persua- 
sion, by  criticism,  and  at  times  by  removal  of  incorrigible  mem- 
bers, to  bring  one  or  another  fraternity  up  to  a  standard  from 
which  it  has  lapsed.  The  mere  faculty  vote  to  that  effect,  with- 
out further  action,  at  once  brought  the  offending  fraternity  to 
terms;  and  the  actual  refusal  to  allow  new  members  did  not 
have  to  be  put  in  force. 

The  main  point  is  to  secure  a  senior  delegation  each  year 
which  shall  feel  a  keen  responsibility  for  the  welfare  of  their 
younger  brothers.  .  .  .  The  fraternity  system  increases  so 
largely  the  potential  influence  of  a  bad  senior,  a  senior,  that 
is,  who,  fails  to  feel  responsibility  for  his  influence  on 
younger  men  in  his  fraternity,  that  he  simply  cannot  be  toler- 
ated in  a  college  which  organizes  its  student  life  on  fraternity 
lines. 

The  absolute  freedom  granted  to  fraternities  in  some  of 
lOur  institutions;  freedom  to  own  property;  employ  men  and 
women;  contract  bills;  provide  board,  lodging,  and  "all  the 
comforts  of  home";  without  any  visible  and  direct  official 
control  seems  at  first  sight  most  dangerous;  yet  is  perfectly 
safe  if  supported  by  a  sympathetic  and  friendly  faculty;  a 
vitally  interested  and  influential  body  of  alumni;  and  effective 
competition  with  enough  other  fraternities. 

Fraternities,  are,  like  fire,  terrible  masters  but  splendid 
servants.  To  organize  a  whole  college  into  vigorously  compet- 
ing groups,  held  strictly  to  their  social,  financial,  intellectual 
and  moral  responsibilities,  is  the  best  way  to  get  the  highly 
valuable  services  the  fraternities  can  render,  without  the  dis- 
asters which  their  haphazard  toleration,  like  unwatched  bon- 
fires, are  likely  to  entail.  The  organization  of  the  student's 
home  life  in  college  which,  as  Mr.  Clarence  Birdseye  has  pointed 
out,  influences  ninety  per  cent,  of  his  life,  should  be  co-ordinate 
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with  money-raising,  professor-hunting,  curriculum-planning, 
dormitory-building,  and  student-getting.  Next  to  the  supreme 
importance  of  securing  the  right  men  for  instructors,  the 
keeping  of  college  fraternities  in  a  democratic  approximation 
to  equality,  a  vigorous  and  friendly  rivalry;  and  a  whole- 
some moral  and  intellectual  life,  is  the  college  officer's  most 
delicate  and  rewarding  privilege.

The  remedy  for  the  evils  of  fraternities,  where  the  evils 
outweigh  the  benefits,  is  more  fraternities,  more  for  them  to 
do,  more  responsibility  for  doing  it,  and  more  utilization  of 
alumni  and  undergraduate  loyalty. 

It  is  much  more  difficult  to  secure  the  best  results  in  large 
institutions  which  include  considerable  numbers  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  extremes  of  wealth  and  poverty;  in  institutions 
for  women,  or  for  both  men  and  women;  than  in  colleges  of 
moderate  size  for  men  only,  the  great  majonty  of  whom  are  men 
of  moderate  means.  But  to  whatever  extent  loyalty  to  an  in- 
timate group,  in  effective  competition  with  similar  groups,  can 
be  made  the  basis  of  appeal,  it  will  be  justified  by  its  intel- 
lectual, moral  and  social  results. 

The  critic  will  doubtless  object  that  appeal  to  the  stu- 
dent as  a  member  of  his  fraternity  is  petty,  transitory,  ac- 
cidental, arbitrary,  fanciful.  To  all  such  theoretical  objections 
the  sufficient  answer  is  that  w'herever  faithfully  and  earnestly 
tried,  this  appeal  to  be  a  worthy  member  of  the  group  of  fel- 
lows with  whom  he  now  lives,  and  the  larger  group  to  which 
he  always  will  belong,  produces  a  degree  of  hard  work,  clean 
living,  and  social  service  which  both  the  smaller  and  the 
larger  apneals  fail  to  produce.  In  short,  the  fraternity 
appeal,  where  fraternity  life  is  universal,  responsible,  com- 
petitive, and  public,  works.  Inasmuch  as  habits  acquired 
in  one  context  carry  over  into  others,  this  socializing  of  the 
individual  through  the  fraternity  lays  a  firm  foundation  for 
good  citizenship,  wholesome  family  life,  and  serviceable  Chris- 
tianity, Living  for  others  as  a  loyal  member  of  a  beloved 
whole  is  the  essence  of  righteousness,  whether  in  chapter 
house  or  city  hall;  whether  in  the  home  or  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven. 

A  good  thought  or  suggestion  is  entitled  to  repetition.  Some- 
time ago  we  advocated  in  this  department  social  relations  be- 
tween fraternity  members  and  the  faculty.  The  Signet  of  Phi 
Epsilon  Kappa  gives  us  a  strong  editorial  on  the  subject,  and  we 
reproduce  it: 

The  professor  and  the  undergraduate  would  be  much  bet- 
ter friends  and  more  efficient  co-workers  if  they  would  only 
become  acquainted.  When  the  collegian  awakes  to  the  fact 
that  the  man  who  expatiates  so  learnedly  on  the  subject  of 
osmosis  is  also  an  authority  on  professional  baseball,  and 
that  the  man  who  is  so  insistent  on  perfect  attention  and  order 
during  his  lectures  is  also  a  most  genial  companion  with  an 
irresistible  humor  and  wealth  of  campus  reminiscences,  his 
surprise  is  quickly  followed  by  admiration,  confidence,  emula- 
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tion.  And  when  the  professor  suddenly  becomes  aware  that 
the  irrepressible,  boisterous  individual  to  whom  he  with  dis- 
creet precaution  assigned  a  front  seat,  has  a  really  serious 
aspiration  in  life,  and  that  the  campus  hero  has  a  passion  for 
good  paintings  or  social  service  or  Edgar  Allan  Poe,  his  sur- 
prise is  quickly  followed  by  interest,  respect,  sympathy.  Then 
both  are  ready  for  work.  There  is  something  wrong  when  an 
alumnus  can  return  to  his  chapter  house  and  learn  more  of  the 
campus  activity  and  attitude  in  one  evening  than  the  professor 
located  right  there  on  the  scene  can  learn  in  a  year.  The 
log  between  Mark  Hopkins  and  his  proverbial  student  has 
grown  to  be  a  Doard  fence  with  hardly  a  knot-hole.  Co-opera- 
tion i-s  the  watchword  of  the  century.  Let  us  get  the  faculty 
and  students  together. 

Now,  then,  Undergraduates,  are  you  going  half-way?  The 
tradition  of  antagonism  has  been  so  well  established  and  the 
suspicious  and  blundering  faculty  have  been  so  long  under  its 
influence,  that  you  may  have  to  go  more  than  half-way.  Are 
you  willing  to  do  that?  And  are  you  doing  it?  If  not,  you  are 
missing  a  pleasant  privilege,  and  an  opportunity  for  real  ser- 
vice to  Alma  Mater. 

The  finest  ornament  of  a  fraternity  house  is  a  well-filled 
guest-book.  The  club  house  is  your  home.  Here  you  may 
bring  parents  and  visitors,  and  be  sure  of  agreeable  entertain- 
ment for  them.  Here  you  may,  and  should,  welcome  under- 
graduate comrades — frequently  and  freely.  And  here  you  may 
become  acquainted  with  your  professors  in  an  informal  and 
familiar  way.  Of  course  this  mean-s  effort:  a  definite  engage- 
ment, proper  escort  to  and  from  the  guest's  home,  and  the  in- 
convenience of  hospitality.  If  you  eat  in  your  house,  you 
should  frequently,  habitually,  entertain  as  guests  for  Sunday 
dinner  a  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Professor.  If  you  eat  outside,  you 
should  occasionally  give  a  little  informal  tea  on  Sunday  night 
or  a  quiet  little  card  party  on  Saturday,  and  make  the  ac- 
quaintance of  two  or  three  instructors  and  their  wives  while 
you  have  an  evening  of  fun  yourselves.  Or  again,  on  the 
evening  set  aside  for  chapter  night  (and  if  you  do  not  provide 
for  such  a  social  evening  every  week  or  so,  you  are  missing  one 
of  the  best  features  of  fraternity  life)  you  might  well  invite  one 
of  your  faculty  for  a  short  talk  or  reading,  and  afterward 
hold  round-table  discussion.  A  winter's  program  of  several 
such  meetings  for  consideration  of  correlated  subjects  with  a 
variety  of  leaders  would  be  both  delightful  and  educative  for 
all  concerned.     Anyway,  get  together.     It  is  up  to  you. 

The  Shield  and  Diamond  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  as  a  result 
of  thoiig-htfnl  consideration  of  the  subject,  "Why  Men  Join  Fra- 
ternities," advances  the  follow^ing  views  : 

There  are  countless  questions  to  bother  the  conventions 
and  officers  of  every  fraternity,  but  for  the  active  college  man 
there  is  only  one  which  is  really  serious,  and  that  is,  how  to 
get  new  men.  This  is  unquestionably  his  standing  and  most 
difficult  problem. 

When  we  were  in  college  we  were  often  tempted  to  take  a 
canvass  of  all  fraternity  men  with  the  purpose  of  discovering 
just  what  was  the  one  factor,  if  any,  that  had  decided  each 
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one  in  joining  the  particular  fraternity  of  which  he  was  a 
member.  We  believed  interesting  an  valuable  data  could  be 
accumulated  on  this  subject,  and  we  felt  that  the  study  of 
such  statistics  would  reveal  in  most  instances  the  same  funda- 
mental motive,  and  not  the  heterogeneous  mass  of  motives  that 
some  of  us  are  accustomed  to  talk  about.  We  calculated  that 
once  knowing  this  predominant  factor  we  would  find  ourselves 
in  a  better  position  to  meet  the  biggest  problem  that  faced  us. 
However,  this  wish  was  never  gratified,  and  it  remains  for  us 
to  speculate  more  or  less  concerning  why  men  join  fraternities. 

As  for  the  answer  to  this  question,  its  name  is  legion. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  worth  considering,  for  in  answering  it  we 
automatically  formulate  the  reason  why  men  do  not  join  fra- 
ternities, and  it  can  never  hurt  any  of  our  chapters  to  consider 
why  they  are  losing  men,  if  they  are. 

We  believe  the  factors  most  prevalent  to-day  might  be 
classified  as  follows: 

I.  Local  Reasons. 

(1)  Possession  of  good  chapter  house. 

(2)  Type  of  men  in  chapter, 

(3.)    Efficiency  of  rushing  machine. 

(4)  Alumni  and  faculty  members. 

(5)  Absence  of  competition. 

II.  General  Reasons. 

(1)  National  reputation  of  the  fraternity. 

(2)  Influence  of  family. 

(3)  Influence  of  a  friend. 

We  often  harp  on  our  national  reputation  in  preaching 
our  fraternity  into  a  desired  man.  but  this  is  a  mistake,  we 
think,  for  every  other  fraternity  in  competition  is  doing  the 
same  thing,  and.  perhaps,  Iving  about  it  at  the  same  time. 
It  is  a  matter  which  has  little  influence  on  a  man  (seeing  that 
every  man  tells  him  his  fraternity  is  the  best),  and  rightly  so; 
for  the  fact  that  the  other  chapters  of  a  fraternitv  are  good 
should  be  a  prerequisie  and  not  a  motive  for  joining. 

The  influence  of  the  familv  or  of  a  friend  is  very  real. 
Some  men  come  to  college  almost  instructed  of  the  father  what 
to  do.  Others,  for  sentiment's  sake,  like  to  follow  in  the  wake 
of  the  father  or  the  kinsman.  Previous  instruction  by  a  friend 
undoubtedly  decides  many  young  men,  being  effective  in  early 
crystallizing  their  ideas  and  leading  them  often  to  a  premature 
decision. 

Of  all,  however,  there  is  no  factor  more  potent  than  the 
possession  of  a  good  house,  and  if  our  observation  has  not  led 
us  astray,  the  best  house  holds  the  best  fraternity  as  the  rule, 
exclusive  of  any  other  factor.  It  is  perfectly  natural  that 
such  should  be  the  case.  The  house  is  the  tangible  evidence  of 
the  successful  activity  of  the  fraternitv,  and  few  of  us  are 
going  to  the  trouble  of  asking  ourselves  if  there  are  not  better 
chapters  in  less  handsome  houses  when  we  have  the  evidence 
of  our  eyes  and  the  house  is  staring  us  in  the  face  saying, 
''Take  me  as  the  criterion."  It  is  only  human  to  fall  in  line, 
and  college  men  lead  the  world  in  this  quality.  We  have  ap- 
plauded the  rule  of  a  certain  fraternity,  which  makes  the  pos- 
session of  a  house  the  sine  qua  non  of  every  chapter,  as  not 
only  wise,  but  essential. 
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The  efficiency  of  rushing  needs  no  elaboration.  Its  secret 
depends  as  much  on  sane  limitations  as  to  time  and  extent 
as  on  the  right  kind  of  men  on  the  rushing  committee.  It 
is  apt  to  be  overestimated  as  a  factor  in  winning  doubtful 
men,  because  the  rushing  activity  of  fraternities  is  inver-sely 
proportional  to  strength,  and  men  are  quick  to  recognize  this. 
The  mention  of  alumni  of  prominence  and  faculty  members 
is  good  padding  for  the  windy  advocate  of  his  order,  but  of 
little  influence,  we  believe,  with  most  men. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  man  who  is  asked  by  only 
one  fraternity  is  apt  to  join  that  organization.  Many  of  us 
congratulate  ourselves  on  getting  such  men,  and  oftentimes 
they  are  splendid  men.  These  are  cases  where  often  the  best 
judgment  is  displayed. 

Next  to  the  chapter  house,  the  strongest  influence  in  draw- 
ing new  men  is  the  character  of  the  members.  The  chapter 
that  makes  a  nice  apearance  is  likely  to  continue  making  a 
nice  appearance  because  it  will  get  men  of  its  own  caliber. 
Chapters  that  keep  well  balanced  generally  present  the  most 
efficient  front  because  they  have  the  universality  of  appeal. 
And  the  "sporty"  chapters  will  continue  aggregations  of  sports, 
and  so  on,  of  the  students  until  some  academic  cyclone  comes 
along  to  disperse  them  into  different  channels. 

"If  to  do  were  as  easy  as  to  know  what  were  good  to  do, 
chapels  had  been  churches  and  poor  men's  cottages  princes' 
palaces."  But  the  moral  of  this  summary  clearly  points  to  the 
building  of  more  chapter  houses  and  the  keeping  of  more 
scrupulous  watch  over  the  personnel  of  our  chapters.  With 
these  well  in  hand  the  other  facts  may  well  take  care  of  them- 
selves. 

A  novel,  and  yet  practical  and  satisfactory,  way  of  choosing 
the  chapter  secretary,  is  related  in  the  article  printed  below,  which 
we  have  copied  from  Beta  Theta  Pi.  Perhaps  the  scheme  could 
be  adopted  with  advantage  by  our  own  chapters. 

The  correspondence  sent  out  by  a  chapter  secretary  has  in 
no  small  way  to  do  with  the  impression  others  form  of  the 
chapter.  It  is  onlv  human  nature  to  judge  a  chapter  as 
slovenly  when  it  sends  out  unsatisfactory  and  careless  reports, 
letters  which  are  poorly  composed  and  devoid  of  the  requisite 
information,  while  a  chapter  whose  reports  are  prompt  and 
complete  places  itself  high  in  the  regard  of  those  with  whom 
it  has  correspondence.  It  is  therefore  important  that  the  chap- 
ter find  just  the  right  man  for  the  position  of  secretary.  Quite 
often  the  secretary  does  not  handle  his  work  well  simply  be- 
cause he  does  not  know  how  to  write  good  letters,  and  tvlien 
reports  are  due.  Often  too,  important  information  is  not  sent 
in  on  time  by  the  secretary  because  he  did  not  previously 
realize  he  was  being  relied  upon  to  give  this  information. 

In  addition  to  being  a  careful  and  painstaking  worker  the 
secretary  must  be  well  posted  as  to  the  work  he  is  expected  to 
do  in  particular. 

"With  the  end  in  view  of  obtaining  the  most  efficient  secre- 
tary, and  at  the  same  time  one  who  is  well  posted  in  fiuternity 
matters,    Chi    chapter   has    adopted   a   system   whereby   three 
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Sophomores  are  given  an  equal  opportunity  to  show  their  in- 
terest along  lines  of  chapter  correspondence.  By  this  way  the 
man  who  is  really  interested  in  his  chapter  can  come  out  and 
show  his  ability,  and  at  the  same  time  receive  valuable  train- 
ing. After  three  or  four  weeks  of  competitive  work,  one  of 
these  men  is  chosen  Assistant  Secretary,  to  succeed  as  Secre- 
tary his  Junior  year.  Our  system  used  at  present  here  is 
given  in  part: 

"The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  competition, 
such  competition  to  be  conducted  as  follows: 

1.  Three  members  of  the  Sophomore  class  shall  be  chosen 
bv  the  chapter  at  the  mid-year  elections  as  competitors. 

2.  Competition  to  begin  at  once  and  to  end  March  15. 

3.  The  chapter  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  competition, 
and  shall  assign  to  all  competitors  equal  and  like  work.  Such 
work  to  consist  of, 

(a)  Letter  writing,  and  shall  cover  the  field  of  the  Sec- 
retary's correspondence,  all  letters  being  due  at  a  certain  date. 

(b)  Study  and  instruction  in  'Baird  and  Shepardson's 
Instructions    to    Corresponding    Secretaries.' 

4.  On  March  15  the  examination  of  the  competitor;;  sliall 
be  given  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  consist  of, 

(a)  Questions  on  'Baird  and  Shepardson's  Instructions 
to  Corresponding  Secretaries.' 

(b)  Model  letters  representative  of  the  type  of  cor- 
respondence required  of  a  Secretary. 

5.  A  committe  composed  of  the  Secretary  and  two  upper- 
classmen  appointed  by  the  President  shall  go  over  the  examin- 
ation papers  and  letters  handed  in  by  the  competitors,  and 
shall  choose  an  Assistant  Secretary,  basing  their  judgment 
solely  on  the  material  at  hand.  This  Assistant  Secretary  shall 
succeed  as  Secretary  without  election  the  following  year." 

It  is  thus  seen  that  the  Assistant  Secretary  is  not  a  new 
man  at  the  job;  he  is  not  only  trained  but  informed  definitely 
as  to  his  work.  Should  he  fail  to  return  his  .Tunior  year,  one 
of  the  other  two  men  who  has  tried  out  for  the  position  can 
readily  take  hold  of  the  work  immediately. 

This  system  has  worked  so  well  that  for  three  years  Chi 
chapter  has  chosen  its  Secretary  by  competition,  realizing  that 
a  feeling  of  hearty  co-operation  exists,  as  well  as  the  fact  that 
the  Secretary  thus  chosen  is  manifestly  more  competent,  as- 
suring the  chapter  more  creditable  work,  and  fostering  just 
pride   in  this   executive  office. 

We    are    strong   believers    in    co-operation    among   the    fra- 
ternities, and  v^e  heartily  commend  the  following  editorial  from 

The  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly: 

A  real  reconstruction  era  has  set  in  for  college  frater- 
nities. There  can  be  no  question  of  the  genuineness  or  the 
wide  extent  of  the  movement  to  make  the  fraternities  truly 
useful.  Setbacks  and  fiagging  of  zeal  may  come  in  some  quar- 
ters but  alumni  and  undergraduates  are  awake  and  we  shall 
not  return  to  the  days  that  have  seen  a  sad  falling  away  in 
scholarship    and   democracy. 

But  as  one  hears  of  the  project  this  fraternity  has  and 
the  plan  that  one  has,  and  their  manifold  aims  to  perfect 
organization  and  methods,  it  is  impossible  to  escape  the  plain 
conclusion  that  here  is  great  waste  of  effort  impending.     If 
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rival  manufacturers  can  through  general  associations  pro- 
vide for  the  exchange  of  practical  ideas  for  the  common 
welfare,  why  should  not  college  fraternities  do  the  same? 
Why  should  any  Greek  letter  society  embark  upon  an  experi- 
ment that  another's  experience  has  proved  is  bound  to  fail? 
Or,  to  take  the  positive  side,  why,  when  a  policy  has  demon- 
strated its  worth  in  one  fraternity  should  it  be  hugged  and 
hidden  a-s  a  purely  selfish  possession? 

It  will  be  argued  by  some  that  the  rivalry  among  frater- 
nities is  too  keen  to  permit  a  general  exchange  of  ideas  that 
are  of  concrete  value.  We  do  not  believe  it.  However  keen 
that  rivalry  may  be,  it  amounts  to  little  in  the  face  of  the 
common  interest  all  fraternities  have  in  promoting  sound  con- 
ditions   in   their   chapters. 

The  Inter^Ftaternity  Conference  has  done  much  to  break 
down  barriers  and  establish  good  will  among  college  societies, 
have  been  broad-spirited  and  suggestive,  if  not  always  immedi- 
Its  investigations  of  certain  phases  of  the  fraternity  problem 
have  been  broad-spirited  and  suggestive,  if  not  always  imme- 
diatelv  useful.  Now  let  it  go  a  step  further  and  decide  to 
make  its  influence  broadly  felt  between  its  annual  sessions  by 
e-stablishing  a  clearing  house  for  the  dissemination  of  infor- 
mation on  the  host  of  practical  sulSlects  that  pertain  to  fra- 
ternity life.  It  would  be  difficult  to  set  bounds  to  the  results 
that  could  be  brought  about  by  a  strong  bureau,  loyally  sup- 
ported by  the  fraternities  to  serve  the  good  of  all. 

In  fraternity  life  duty  does  not  rest  alone  on  the  individual 
member,  and  there  is  a  duty  resting  upon  the  members  collectively 
— the  chapter,  or  it  may  be  the  fraternity  as  a  whole —  and  that 
duty  embraces  training.  Some  valuable  suggestions  on  this  sub- 
ject are  contained  in  Mr.  Evans  S.  Kern's  article  in  The  Toma- 
hawk of  Alpha  Epsilon  Phi,  and  we,  therefore,  give  below  a  few 
passages  from  his  paper : 

Fraternities  should  train  every  member  to  be  successful. 
What  then  should  his  training  consist  of?  Let  us  begin  with 
the  freshman  who  enters  college  from  the  high  school,  where 
he  has  been  tenderly  coached  and  guarded  by  teachers  and 
parents.  He  finds  himself  lost  in  a  host  of  other  students, 
and  is  left  to  sink  or  swim  by  his  own  efforts.  He  joins  a  fra- 
ernity.  From  that  minute  the  fraternity  should  develop  that 
man  to  the  highest  possible  use  to  the  world.  In  the  first 
place,  there  comes  the  matter  of  scholarship.  No  fraternity 
can  afford  to  take  in  a  man  who  cannot  carry  his  work;  and 
neither  can  it  afford  to  allow  anv  of  its  members  to  fail  after 
being  initiated.  I  hope  to  see  the  time  come  when  no  fraternity 
will  initiate  a  man  with  whose  mental  qualities  they  are  not  sat- 
isfied and  that  following  the  initiation  measures  be  taken  to 
guard  against  the  possibility  of  "fiunking."  This  is  not  a  wild 
dream.  Any  normally  intelligent  man  can  graduate  without  a 
single  "fiunk."  Any  chapter,  which  will  allow  a  man  capable 
of  passing  his  work  to  neglect  studving  to  the  extent  of  fail- 
ing, is  guilty  of  treason  both  to  itself  and  to  the  failing  mem- 
ber. I  do  not  need  to  show  how  a  man  can  be  made  to  study. 
Freshmen  and  sophomores  can  be  looked  after  by  upperclass- 
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men  until  they  are  safely  past  the  critical  period.  After  that 
they  are  reasonably  safe. 

The  reasons  for  failure  in  study  are  carelessness  and 
laziness.  Both  are  bad  habits.  Our  fraternity  must  train  its 
members  to  overcome  these  habits. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  college  life  other  than  the 
social  and  scholastic  -sides.  No  fraternity  is  admired  and  re- 
spected which  does  not  train  its  members  for  leadership  in  the 
activities  which  make  up  the  little  world  surrounding  the 
campus.  These  activities  may  be  listed  as  athletics,  politics, 
literature,  debating",  busine-ss  and  religion.  Every  man  in  col- 
lege should  pick  out  some  phase  of  college  activities  and  take 
as  active  a  part  as  possible  in  it.  There  is  some  activity  which 
each  man  has  a  talent  for.  If  he  does  not  make  the  most 
of  this  talent,  he  has  failed.  The  fraternities  must  recognize 
thi'S  fact.  They  simply  cannot  afford  to  have  members  who 
make  no  effort  to  succeed.

I  should  also  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  so-called 
"training"  some  chapters  give  its  freshmen.  No  man  is  fitted 
for  leadership  who  is  not,  at  the  very  beginning  of  his  frater- 
nity life,  put  on  his  own  responsibility  to  some  degree.  If  a 
freshman  is  treated  a-s  a  baby  with  no  mind  or  will  power 
of  his  own,  how  can  we  expect  him  to  suddenly  acquire  the 
ability  to  think  for  himself?  If  a  freshman  has  wrong  ideas 
he  should  be  educated;  but  I  say,  that  unless  we  train  men 
to  think  for  themselves  and  think  right,  we  have  failed  to 
teach  them  to  be  successful.  A  chapter  should  be  organized 
with  the  four  classes  in  the  following  order  in  respect  to  au- 
thority—seniors, juniors,  sophomores  and  freshmen — but  every 
one  of  these  men  -should  have  a  voice  in  fraternity  matters, 
and  not  merely  the  upperclassmen.  The  reason  that  some 
chapters  have  trouble  with  their  underclassmen  is  oftentimes 
that  the  upperclassmen  are  at  fault  and  the  counsel  of  the 
underclassmen  is  unheeded.  None  of  us  are  infallible.  Any 
chapter  which  takes  the  -stand  that  a  senior  is  better  than 
a  freshman  merely  by  virtue  of  his  rank  is  very  sadly  mis- 
taken. Why  should  we  lose  even  a  year  of  training?  Begin 
with  the  freshmen  as  soon  as  they  are  initiated,  and  train 
them  for  leadership,  not  for  chapter  house  flunkies. 

In  an  address  before  the  Tufts  Chapter  of  Delta  Upsilon, 
Mr.  Wilson  L.  Fairbanks,  a  very  active  worker  in  the  ranks  of 
Delta  Upsilon,  gave  expression  to  some  ideas  which  every  fra- 
ternity man,  especially  the  active  member,  should  bear  in  mind 
and  practice,  particularly  in  these  days  of  the  "muck-raker."  Fol- 
lowing will  be  found  a  portion  of  his  address,  as  published  in  TJie 
Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly: 

Toward  its  members  the  chapter  should  be  a  fo-stering 
mother,  kind  but  firm.  Not  what  the  chapter  takes  in  but 
what  it  sends  out  is  the  measure  of  success,  and  I  am  speak- 
ing both  of  quality  and  quantity  of  men.  The  fraternity 
should  take  such  a  grip  on  a  college  man  that  only  the  great- 
est emergency  should  induce  him  to  leave  college  without 
finishing  his  course.     There  is  great  waste  in  half  training. 
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And  if  the  fraternity  does  not  bring  every  man  to  his  com- 
mencement days  a  bigger,  broader,  more  tolerant,  more  human 
individual  than  when  he  matriculated,  then  it  has  failed  some- 
where in  its  mission. 

Readymade  goods  are  fine  material  for  a  chapter  but  that 
is  no  reason  for  neglecting  the  custom  side  of  the  business.  It 
is  an  excellent  thing  to  win  a  new  member,  who  steps  into 
the  fraternity  well-equipped  and  ready,  but  you  better  keep 
your  eye  on  that  fellow  over  there  who  has  not  found  himself 
yet  but  is  going  to  make  good  if  he  gets  a  chance. 

And  is  the  American  college  fraternity  going  to  give  him 
the  chance?  Is  it  going  to  take  him  in  for  the  stuff  that  is 
there  and  needs  only  a  careful  finishing? 

Teach  him  pleasantly  his  social  deficiencies.  Lead  him 
gently  out  of  awkwardness  and  inexperience  and  distrust  of 
■self.  Give  him  comradeship  in  overflowing  measure.  Make 
your  chapter  meetings  minister  to  his  need  of  training.  And 
remember,  as  you  send  him  forth,  that  there  is  no  finer 
achievement  in  this  world  of  ours  than  the  awakening  and 
energizing  of  a  man. 

In  the  chapter  meetings  give  room  also  for  talent.  Because 
of  the  multiplication  of  courses  from  which  a  fraternity  now 
recruits,  the  old  time  literary  programmes  are  almost  out  of 
the  question.  There  is  a  really  wider  field,  however,  in  using 
the  special  knowledge  and  ability  which  the  men  possess, 
especially  that  which  ties  up  directly  with  their  studies.  Let 
your  specialist  tell  of  the  recent  doings  in  chemistry  or  what 
Diesel  did  to  advance  human  progress.  Clear  the  track  and 
let  your  poet  put  Pegasus  through  his  paces.  If  he  is  a  real 
poet,  he  will  do  it  anyway;  you  cannot  stop  that  sort  of 
energy  by  any  mechanical  force.  And  have  your  literary  man 
chronicle  for  you  the  rising  genius  in  letters  or  discuss  for  you 
the  journalism  of  the  day,  including  those  marvels  of  hand- 
some  typography — the   Boston   newspapers. 

The  live  chapter  will  advance  from  this  and  ask  the  pro- 
fessors in  to  give  talks — as  you  are  doing  at  Tufts.  And  it 
will  do  this,  not  merely  for  instruction  or  entertainment  but 
also  for  the  sake  of  acquaintance.  Possibly  through  the  fine 
intercourse  of  such  events  we  shall  restore  something  of  that 
close  personal  touch  between  teacher  and  student  of  which 
these  hurrying  days  have  deprived   us. 

Call  in  your  alumni  also.  Many  a  graduate  would  feel 
honored  to  be  invited  to  give  the  chapter  a  story  of  personal 
experience  or  a  sketch  of  some  branch  of  knowledge  in  which 
he  has  gained  proficiency. 

***** 

Then  don't  forget  the  alumni  of  other  chapters,  who  live 
in  your  neighborhood.  An  unmeasured  wealth  of  opportunity 
lies  before  that  chapter  that  will  tactfully  draw  to  the  service 
men  who  are  doing  strong  work  in  the  world.  But  as  you  in- 
vite them — these  graduates  whom  you  are  proud  to  have 
speak  to  you — open  the  doors.  Invite  members  of  other  so- 
cieties, non-fraternity  men,  and  everybody  whom  you  know  is 
interested  in  the  theme  of  the  evening.  Give  abundantly  to 
the  enrichment  of  the  intellectual  life  of  the  college. 

A  chapter  that  has  once  stepped  outside  of  the  old  and 
narrow   conceptions   of  a  fraternity's   duties   can  never   quite 
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go  back.  The  red  corpuscles  of  altruism  are  in  its  blood  and 
they  will  not  disappear.  It  will  get  new  views  of  its  social 
responsibilities  and  become  a  rallying  center  for  its  own  gradu- 
ates and  the  graduates  of  other  chapters  dwelling  near  by. 
It  will  seek  earnestly,  vigorously,  for  ways  to  serve  the  col- 
lege, to  win  friends  for  her,  to  guard  her  interests.

Spring  Vacation  has  come  and  gone,  and  New  Hampshire

After  a 
delightful  dinner  the  chairs  were  pulled  back,  and  our  good 
brother  Doctor  Kings  ford  as  toastmaster  produced  his  celebrated

The  first  speaker  introduced  was  brother 
John  McDonough,  T8  who  gave  the  initiates  a  most  hearty  wel- 
come into  the  chapter.

Brother  Brown,  as  the  head  of  the  Chapter,  was  the  next 
and  last  speaker  and  he  reviewed  briefly  the  work  of  the  past 
year,  and  also  gave  a  very  clear  cut,  forceful  talk  on  the  fraternity 
— what  it  should  mean  to  us  and  our  opportunities  for  making 
it  mean  more.  Brother  Brown's  talk  ended  the  Post-Prandial  ex- 
ercises, and  after  singing  the  Dartmouth  song  and  giving  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  yell,  the  party  broke  up,  all  agreeing  that 
the  banquet  had  been  an  unqualified  success.

With  our  chapter  in  fairly 
good  condition,  now,  and  our  members  itching  to  get  into  the  fall 
rush,  there  seems  promise  of  one  of  the  best  years  in  the  history  of 
our  chapter  for  1916-17.

Once  again,  as  the  spring  semester  which  began  January 
tenth  draws  to  a  close,  we  find  ourselves  studying  diligently  for 
the  final  examinations  which  start  May  first.  Judging  from  our 
individual  records  during  the  past  three  months,  everyone  will 
come  through  with  flying  colors. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  semester  we  welcomed  into 
the  Brotherhood  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  the  two  following  men : 
John  Kenneth  Moody,  Pre.  Leg.,  '19,  Redding,  Cal. ;  and  Harold 
Gladstone  Snodgrass,  Let.  &  Sc,  '19,  Berkeley,  Cal.  Also  at  the 
present  time  we  have  pledged  several  of  the  best  men  on  the  cam- 
pus, whom  we  will  introduce  following  their  initiation. 

This  semester  has  been  a  most  pleasant  one  for  California 
Alpha  and  for  the  University  as  a  whole.

Brother  Ebbe  Brelin  has  shown  considerable 
prowess  this  past  year  in  the  Gym  Club,  the  Polyducean  Club,  and 
on  the  Varsity  football  squad.  Brother  John  Benton  as  Manager 
of  the  Occident  has  brought  that  magazine  through  a  most  suc- 
cessful year,  and  in  recognition  of  his  ability  along  managerial 
lines  he  has  just  recently  been  appointed  next  year's  Manager  of 
the  'Telican,"  the  "Life"  of  the  campus.  Johnny  is  also  showing

Last  semester  he  had  a  prominent  part  in  the  English  Club 
Play,  "Prunella,"  but  was  so  unfortunate  as  to  slip  and  break  his 
knee-cap  at  the  final  rehearsal.  His  knee  having  healed,  he  held 
a  part  in  "The  Devil's  Desciple"  this  semester,  and  is  now  cast  in 
the  part  of  Brutus,  one  of  the  leads  in  "Julius  Caesar."  As  Cald- 
well is  only  a  sophomore,  great  things  are  expected  of  him  in 
the  future.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  University  Band  and  of 
the  Glee  Club. 
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Brother  Ball,  although  ineligible  to  play  on  the  Varsity  this 
year  as  he  is  a  transfer  from  Occidental  College,  is  out  practicing 
with  the  baseball  team  every  afternoon.
